No doubt this pressure to sell is’ ~ 
largely due to the exceptional depression expérienced in America,and many 
are hopeful that much of this competition will disappear, if, as seems likely, 
some improvement will, sooner or later, be experienced on the other side ‘of 
the Atlantic. We are not so certain of this, and believe that a considerable . 
portion of the present competition will continue, especially so far as regards 
the supply of pig iron during the cotton season from the Southern States.

The report 
submitted at the recent annual meeting 
showed that the net earnings from ope- 
rations for the year were $272,834.19. 
This is an increase of about $14,000 over

the previous year. percentage of 
ment is so small that the board of direc- 
tors has been enabled to declare a divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. on the first preferred 
and 2 per cent. on the second preferred 
stock for the year, amounting to $216,000. 
The Georgia Southern & Florida is not 
only a conspicuous instance of what con- 
servatism and ability in management will 
do for Southern railroad companies, but 
is also an example of the benefits of im- 
migration to railroads in the South. For 
several years this company has had a 
land and immigration department, in 
charge of Mr. William L. Glessner, who 
has been carrying out a broad and com- 
prehensive plan to induce Northern and 
other settlers to locate along the road. 
A large amount of its freight business 
has originated from the farms of these 
immigrants, of which there are several 
thousand. They have increased largely 
the fruit and vegetable shipments, which 
form one of its most important sources 
of revenue, and have contributed to the 
earnings in many other ways.
